ge and numerous others. I sin- 
cereli^ wish you to remember me 
to any ot the survivors or famil 
ies of those namedandothers who 
remember me. 

I am now past my 87th birth- 
day and have retained my phy- 
sical and mental powers to a re- 
markable degree. I am now fre- 
quently called upon to make ad- 
dresses to assemblies gathered 
for various purposee."

TueMdav Aimnist 2, at 6 o'clock 
we were ordered to move, mnrcli- 
•d to the right. About 10 u clouk 
we pamed the 4, 14.

Crossing a 
largi' ereck at a water mill we 
moved on th« hill and laid on our 
bellii"- in line I'f hattlf and the 
Uebel liuttery commenced playing 
wHh eight guna on ua and bnrit- 
ing their shells rii,'bt in our 
midst for two hours. Fortunate- 
ly no one was very badly wound- 
ed in onr regiment. We laid un- 
der this sliolliiitr until dark wlicii 
we were ordered to build breast- 
worki. Moved up about thirty 
yards and went fo work. Worked 
all ni^'ht. .Made fxmul stronj? 
works, ijained very hard in the 
•rening. J. W. Coach, Co. F., 
woundeii in shoulder. Vtiy 
warm afternoon. 

Thunday, August 4th, laid In 



camp all day. Men not allowed 
to stiek their heads above breast- 
works. Heavy cannonading and 
s.Ik'IIs burst intr in our regiment, 
tearing nearly all our tenta to 
pieces, killing several men belong- 
ing to other regiments. Gen. 

-olVilds. Toi)oj»raj>!ii' al engineer, 
was killed: John t'ook, C"o. li, 
20th Ky., was killed by a shot 
al»out ') o'clock. Our battery got 
lip the hill and got in position, 
opened on the batteries and soon 
silenced them. Bo they did not 
i.isturli us at ni^rlit. We slept on 
our arms expecting an attack by 
them being so quiet. Very warm. 

Friday Aui,'ust 5th, laid in 
eauip all day. Heavy cannonad- 
ing going on all day, shells burst- 
ing in our quarters. Sergeant 
• lajiivs Swin^' Co. I, wounded in 
left arm, slight, bhell struck a 
tree, bursting and wounding' 
Lieutenants Waller and Loya. 
sliirlit. C;iuii<>na<lin,<; lasted all 
day and ail night. We kejjt a 
man on t4ie works on the lookout. 
When he saw smoke in the day or 
tlash ut night he would hol'ow 
lay down! and we ilid not have 
to be told the leeond time. Very 
hot. 

Saturday August 6th, ordered 
to be ready to move nt -t o'eloek 
a. in. Mar.hed to the rij^ht and 
furiped line of battle and made a 
charge on the Rebels and drove 
them from their works Heavy 
fightinir on our left. Several kill- 
ed and wo mded. Wc took sev- 
eral prinonera. Heavy eannon- 
adinir. shells burstiii}; all around 
us and over us. Kaiaed all even- 
ing, men wet, rations kUort. We 
moved back about 200 yards and 
built breantworks. virK iitj all 
night; men very wet and cold. 

Sanday Angnst Tth. My com- 
pany, (FI) went out on picket at 
1% o'clock.

OF TRIPOLI

The city of Tripoli is clean and 
well built and pleasing in as- 
pect. It is surrounded by a wall 
and its many Moslem domes and 
miniarets mark it as Eastern and 
Mohammedan. Itmannfaetnres 
carpets and cloths and does a 
caravan trade of considerable 
importance over the desert of 
Sahara. 

Tripoli, the Turkish "vilayet" 
or province, has a coast line of 
700 miles on the Mediterranean 
almost unbroken by headlands 
or bays save at the harbor of 
Tripoli. A little explored and 
thinly inhabited country divided 
between mountain and desert 
interspersed with fertile valleys, 
interior Tripoli has been the 
home of bedouin Arabs and oth- 
er wild tribes nominally under 
Turkish rule, but practically in 
dependent, but some progress 
has been made in cattle breed- 
ing and the cultivation of olives, 
flgs, almonds, eottra, wheat. In 
dian corn, lemons, watermelons, 
tobacco, dates and silk in the 
coast region. A fair trade is 
driven with Soudan. European 
goods go south across the des- 
ert and ivory, ostrich feathers 
and other Central African pro< 
ducts conie north.. The agricul- 
tural and mineral resources of 
the country are probably suscep- 
tible of development that would 
make Tripoli a valuable posses- 
sion to any European Power. 

Tripoli is under the rule of 
Turkey, whose Sultan appoints 
the Governor, who in turn ap- 
points the bey or pashas, who 
rule the provinces. Revenues 
are raised in the old-fashioned 
way by collecting tribute from 
the Arabs, a tax upon mmnchants 
and upon land and by export and 
igiport duties. The official lan- 
guage is Arabic and the inhabi- 
tants, probably numbering no 
more than l.OOO.OOO. are noma- 
dic Arabs or "bedouins" and ur» 
ban and agricultural Moon with 
the exception of a few thousand 
Jews and Chrisrians. The State 
religion is Mohammedan and in I 
both dty and country the plous| 



Moslemi ars seen at any time of 

the day, and especially at sun- 
set, kneeling at prayer with 
their faces toward Mecca. 

Tripoli belonged sueesssively 

to Carthage, Numidia and Rome. 
It subsequently passed into the 
hands of the Vandals, who reach- 
ed the Mediterranean through 
the Ibarian Peninsula, and the 
Greeks. The Arabs captured it 
in 644, when the Moslems were 
moving westward to take Spain 
and cross the Pyrenees in an ef- 
fort to establish their empire on 
the shomes of the North Sea. In 
lulO. eighteen years after the 
backbone of Mohammedanism 
was broken in Spain by the cap- 
ture of Gran -.'ir. b F r.li- and 
and Isabella, and the expulsion 
of Boabdil from the Alhambra, 
Tripoli was taken by Ferdinand, 
and the Catholic order of the 
Knights of St. John held it from 
1590 to 1661, when it became a 
Turkish province. Turkey allow- 
ed it to lie fallow and run amuck 
for three centuries, and it was 
the stronghold of ferocius Bar- 
bary pir;ites till the second quar- 
ter of the Nineteenth century 
when the Turks reasserted thdr 
authority and reduced it to the 
condition of a "velayet." 

As one of the so-called Barbary 
States Tripoli beesme faivolved 

with European nations snd with 
the United States as a result of 
the practice of piracy. The U. 
States, in the Eighteenth century 
paid tributes to the Barbary 
States to secure immunity from 
the Barbary pirates, and in 1796 
was glad to conclude peace un« 
der a treaty without ransom. 
The treaty was broken and in 
1801 the Barbary Pirates had the 
effrontery to demand of this 
country a tribute of $25,000 an- 
nually. On being refused they 
declared war. An American 
squadron under Commodore Dale 
blockaded Tripoli, and three 
years afterward Commod<H« Pre- 
ble bombarded the port five times 
while Gen. Eaton captured the 
city of Derme, in the province of 
Barca. In 1805 the Pasha, rep- 
resenting the banded pirates, 
who called themselves the Gov- 
ernment, signed a treaty of pea- 
ce and in 1815 Admiral Decatur 
forced him to release all ships 
and prisoners of whatever nation 
and pay numerous idemnities. 
Since 1835 Turkey has kept ord- 
er in Tripoli. 

Morocco, Fez, Algeria, Tunis 
and Tripoli comprise the Barbary 
States, a strip of North Africa 
from 140 to 500 miles wide lying 
between the Mediterranean and 
the Sahara- While the Barbary 
States have been referred to as 
barren they are really pretty 
well supplied with fertile soil and 
the nature of their climate is 
such that they will produce an 
abundance of fruit of both trop. 
ical and temperate zones at poi- 
nts just across the Mediterrean 
from EurcvMon markets.
